Editor Colonist;— As certain psrties 
for purposes beat known to themselves 
are industriously circulating a report 
that at ft meeting of the Bhareholders 
of the British Columbia Milling nud 
Mining Company held on Monda^v last, 
I made a Btatement calculated to de- 
tract from the value of the company's 
claim on the WilKinsoo Ledge, I beg 
to give such rtport the most emphatic 
denial. As, however, it is poysible that 
my statement on that occasion may 
have been misunderstood by some, I 
think it advisable in the interest oi the 
Bhareholders to state more fully what 
I wished to convey at the meeting. 

On that occasion I stated that work- 
ing tests, recently made in San Fran- 
cisco, had forced me to the conclusion 
that the Wilkinson was not on th 
Bonanza Ledge, and that tho ore was 
of a refractory charooter. A gentleman 
present referred to my remarks as cast 
inga cloudbr gloom on the prospects 
of the company, and I should there snd 
then bavo expliiiued my statement 
more fully but that other and more 
important matters were under consid- 
eration, find I inadvertently allowed 
the opportunity to pass without setting 
the gentleman right. 

To my gi eat surprise I was yesterday 
morning charged with having said all 
sorts of things calculated to depreciate 
the yalQe of the Wilkinson location. 

So far from' this being the case.no 
Buoh idea ever for a moment entered 
my head, but on the contrary, the 
working tests referred to, while con- 
vincing me tbat the ledge was not a 
part of the Bonanza, proved to me that 
it waB still more valuable than I had 
been led to Biiijpose it to be before I 
left this city with* a view to ordering 
the mill. 

On the morning of my depaituro 
for San Francisco I received a tele- 
grapl io report from J. H. FiBk,aB8ayer, 
J»ortlwid, with reference t6 l45;Ib8 of- 



ore, being a general average taken 
across tho entire face of the ore bed, 
showing a working value of §20.92 to 
|be ton by the common milling procass, 
which was regarded as highly satiafac- 
tory. On reaching San Francisco, 
however, I telegraphed to Portland for 
the remainder of the pulp, in order to 
bavo a tost made at the Nevada Metal- 
lurgical Works, with a view to ascer- 
taining tho best mode of working tho 
ore.

A glance at the report of the Nevada 
Metallurgical Works (given below) will 
Bho'.v that by the common working- 
process we only save §22.09 out of 
555. contained in the ore per ton, 
and that could salt be transported to 
Cariboo by rail, the result would be 
that |42 could be takeu therefrom, 
or a gain of 90 per cent. But sulphuret 
running diT into tho tailings aro 
not lost, as they can bo ro-worked at 
a future period when solt can be pro- 
cured at cheap rates or perhaps by 
some other process not yet discovered.

With a knowledge of these 
facts is it probable I should soy. any- 
thing disparaging of tho Wilkinson 
mine especially as the information now 
convoyed to the Bhareholders and the 
publio generally was at that time in 
possession of the directors of the cona

Injustice to the Dead and a Warning to 
the Living. 

Editor Colonist:— A case has just oc- 
curred in this city of so flagrant a char 
acter as to justify a special reference 
thereto through the medium of tha col- 
umns of your widely oiroulated paper. 
The case to which I refer is the disposition 
of the body of, Connt Montbar who 
died in the Royal Hospital on tho 2l8t. 
instant, Tho deceased was a French 
nobleman who had been for mnaj years 
a residont in Victoria; ho was a gentleman 
of unbending independence of character, 
as proud as he was poor, and hence not at 
all times on terms of friendly intercourse 
with his fellow countrymen; with tho 
Roman Catholic church, to which at ono 
time ho belonged, he was and for many 
years had baen at bitter enmity, sndfroin 
her communion he had been out off l)y 
formal excommunication, and made sub- 
ject to all their pains and penalties which 
by some are supposed to follow Roman 
Catholic ban of ex-eommunicatiou. 

The old gentleman cared litilo for these 
anathemas, and some six or seven years 
ago identified himself with tho Methodist 
church by beeoming a regular attendant 
upon the - seryices ;. of that church, only 
omitting to do so'wheia feeble.hea]th com- 
pelled bim to remain at home. He openly 
avowed himself a Methodist, and when on 
several occanions under tho uece.'iHiry of 
taking shelter in the Royal Hospital, he 
always had himself entered oh tho books 
of the hospital as a Methodist. Last week 
he was taken to the hospital and after a 
few days illaeat died. The day preTioni 



two routes. There was a water.^hed to bo 
overcome between the Frascr River, im-

It was very 
imperfectly known what difficulties might 
bs onconnterod in crossing over tho sum- 
mit of this point. Tho summit level was 
really nest of tho Rocky Mountains, so 
far as tho roiid was concerned, as it pass- 
ed through tho Rocky Mountains; it was 
somewhat lower than the waters flowing 
towards tho rango of hills. Than there 
was comparatively but little knowledgf 
of tho serious difQoultios which might 
bavo to bo ovoroomo in crossing the deep 
valleys eiist of the Rocky Mountains. At 
any rata the -inlloja were of great depth 
and constituted great engineering difficul- 
ties, and might add not ouly materially to 
tho oxponse but also for all time to come 
to tho serious difficuliy of having high 
grades n* well as a large amount of cur- 
vature. The.-se were all matters which tho 
Government were bound to consider bs- 
"oro coming to a decision as to the routo 
be followed through British Columbia 
proper, and he could only say that no- 
thing QfTorded him mora anxiety a* this 
moment than that ho should ba able to 
come to a right decision, one which would 
not bo regretted in after years when tho 
road was in operation, and when the 
weight of any blunder made now would 
bo seriously lolt by the trade and com- 
merce of the country. 



The Eailway. 

Dnring a recent debate in tho Houas of 
Commons on a motion of Mr. Thompson 
for ft copy of all reports made by Mr. 
Hunter. C.E., in regard to tho survey 
made by him in 1877 of the Pine River 
Fuss in the Bocky Mountams, Mr. Mao> 
kenzio said that in order to obtain a know- 
l«[lgo of tho ronto which would havo to 
bo taken from near Fort Living.stouo all 
Iho way to Fort-- Oeorgo— a disiauco, ho 
thought, of 1.100 miles— it would bo ne- 
cessary to spend two years in furth»r sur- 
veys of tho country before tho Govern- 
ment could be able to form an exact esti 
mate of the difficultibs to be overcome 
and tho oxpoii.se to 1)0 borne in carrwng 
the route iu tliat direction, ilo bud point- 
ed out on previous oceiisiona tlie political 
dithculties connected with tho selection of 
the ronto of tho Piieifio Railway. Wore 
the Dominion Parliament and tho Gov- 
ernmental liberty to deal with the selec- 
tion of the route purely upon its merits 
as a work of engineering, aud as a work 
for the promotion of the settlement of tho 
county, tlioy would be placed m a much 
more favorable position for considering 
many suggestioua which naturally arof-o 
in tlio course of the oxploiations of half a 
continent. But the gentlemen fromBrit- 
isb Columbia and tho British Columbia 
Government never ceased their importu- 
nities aboui. the immediate commenco- 
m« nt of tbu roail. (Mr. Buuster — Hear, 
hear), aud tho Dominion Govarnaient 
leit that it was necessary to commence the 
work as soon as it was possible to obtain 
tho location in that Province itself. Act- 
i'-;g therefore upon political oonsiderii- 
tioijs, unless there was au understanding 
arrived at v.-iib tlio Province for tho fur- 
ther dulny in the prosecution of thosQ 
surveys, it would become absolutely ne- 
cessary to adopt tho puss which was al- 
ready known to bo feasible where the lino 
had been fully located, and the matter 
would be limited to the rente taken from 
Tete Jan no Cache westward either to Bute 
Inlet, Dean Inlet, or Burrard Inlet. Jlr. 
Hunter mido, no doubt, somo valuable 
acqui-iitions to our knowledgo of tho 
country, which would havo u matariol 
effect taken iu connection with the jioliti- 
o<il ooQslderations to which he hid refer- 
red. He was preparing a map which 
would show tho general cbaructcr of the 
country which would bo traversed by 
both lines, or by oithor of tho two lines. 
Tho distauco upon tho map was as nearly 
as possible tho same by both routes, but 
tno distance depended a great deal upon 
the amount of curvature which would 
have to be undertaken in orossingsome of 
tho formidable valleys which would ba 
reached in tho neighborhood ofPoacoriyer 
So far as the onyiuoora were able to osti- 
mato tho distance irom Pino River to 
Fort Goorgo, the objective point of tioth, 
was longer by fifty miles. Tho ourvaturo 
oil the ronto alieady located brought the 
distance as nearly as possible to the same 
mileage as tho northern roulo, but if the 
percentage of curvatnroon tha I'inoRiver 
Pass routo should be the same as tbat ou 
tho Jasper Houso route, thou the mileage 
would bo increased by tho distance appar- 
ent on the map, viz., fifty miles longor. 
These were generally tho facta which wore 
to be considered in connection with this 
matter. As soon as Mr. Hunter's report 
was extended and the map to which ho 
had referred was ready bo would lose no 
time in submitting them io. the.House as 
a matter of course. It wos little use mak- 
ing a hurried, temporavy report, since the 
informiitiou was nearly all embraced iu 
the report of Mr. Smith, now before tho 
House. If Bute Inlet was cousidered on 
its own meritj the best it might possibly 
be arranged in that case that the part west 
of .-fort George might be proceeded with 
and that east of Fort George proceeded 
with OS fur as the surveys were oonoemed. . 
Fort Cfeorgo waa a common point to the

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 

LUNATIC ASYLTJir. 

Mr. Axmstroug moveil that this Hons*, 
after ooasideration of tha oorrespondanca 
laid befor« it, od tlie snbjeot of additional 
bnildings ia cenaeotion with the Lunatic 
Asylum, Ne'W Woatininster, ia of opiuioa 
that no farther outlay oa building is ex- 
pedient at tha prosont time; and that as it 
has boen. shown tliat tho whole of tba oi- 
istiug aocommoJfttion ia neaJud for tha 
patients now xaaintained by thoProTinoo, 
it is advisabla that a non-resident Medical 
Officer at the old salary (§100 per annum) , 
nasisted by a Visitiog Oonjmittee to be 
appointed by tUo Government, should 
have the superiutocdeueG of the estab- 
lishment. The Lon, geutlemtin contend- 
ed that the financial coiulition of the 
ooantxy did not permit of the aUerations 
suggested by tihe GommiBSiosers nor did 
existing oiroumstano. a 'warrant the ap- 
pointment of f\ ro3idont physician, \rhaa 
a yisiting surgeon, assisttjd by a oomnait- 
tae.wGuld answer ovory parposo. 

Hon. Mr, Elliott said it wis only a faw 
days ago that the mover had deplored 
"with tears in hie eyes the sad condition of 
the luaatios and had gone ioto hystorioa 
about what he termed sufiferlng humanity. 
Two years ;igo the House bad admitted 
the desirability of appointing a medical 
sapeTintendent and the H»ubo would now 
stultify itself if it went back on that reso- 
lution. It hud been demonstrated by 
medical authorities that a resident phyii- 
oian was most necessary for the proper 
treatment and eventual euro of lunatios. 
The desire of tho Government was to 
place them in a mental condition suth as 
would enable lliom to go again into tlio 
world ajid i)rocuro a livelihood, not to 
keep them in an asylum the remainder of 
their days. Tho saving which would be 
effected by the resolution would only be 
some $iOO per annum and that vas a sum 
which ahou Idnot be considered in the sama 
breath with -vrhat the hon. mover termed 
"suflaring humanity." He trusted tha 
resolution TTOuld bo withdrawn otherwise 
be (Mr. 12.) would have to oppose it most 
strongly. 

Mr. Bmitha said that the resolution con ■ 
templated a money vote and waR conio- 
quently out of order. 

Mr.Donglas said he was one of the com- 
tnitted who, two years ago, had recom- 
mended the nppointmoBt of a resident 
physician. TUo coainaittoo had found 
that the visiting physician atteuded tha 
institution only onoo a day, vrhereaa in 
every other part of the civilized world it 
waa admitted that a resident officer waa 
the only means of attending properly to 
tho wants of tho lunatics and eileetiug 
cures. Ho ' eliovod that the appointment 
of "the preson gentleman to tho office had 
given rise to all the opposition shown. 
Had a certain other , gentleman been ap- 
pointed nothing would- have been said 
about tho matter. 

Mr. Smith contended whoever tha ap- 
pointee was he should he compsllsd to 
reside at the asylnm. 

Mr. Fisher spoke strongly against tho 
resolution and alluded to th« absurdity 
of ;the argaoaent-that a vieiting physician 
who might attend the institution an hour 
©very day. or every week could know of 
the wants of the inmates as well as a resi- 
dent physician, who would be in their 
jsiidst all the time. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that if tho House 
entertained tho resolution it would atulti- 
fy itself. Several sessions ago tha House 
had ondoraed the report of a Oommittea 
in favor of a resident medical enperinton- 
dont and tho amount of that officer's sal- 
ary had boen unanimously voted. It had 
ntthat time been discovered that under 
tho existing syaleni there was no ohanee 
of the unfortunate Innatioa raoovering 
their right minds. A. few days since the 
membbr for New 'Weatminater had laid a 
good deal about suffering humanity, and 
he (Mr. S.) was astonished to hear that 
hen. gentleman now moving a resolution 
diametrically opposed to sentiments he 
then expressed. It had been found in all 
parts of tho world ,^that a resident phyai- 
ci{ia was positively aeoeBsary for the suc- 
oesafnl treatment of lunatics, and in sup- 
port of this ossertion he (Mr. S.) proceed- 
ed to quote from rocoguizod authorities 
which stated that institutions attended 
only by a visiting physician were the 
worst managed, whilst those who had tho 
services of a resident physician were tha 
best. There was no possibility of tho re- 
covery, of the inmates unloas the eerrices 
of a physician were constantly at hand 
and the little extra ospenditure necessi- 
tated by the appointment of a resident 
Buprrintendent was as nothing in com- 
parison with the recovery of even one of 
the unfortunates every year. He hoped 
the resolution would he voted down. 

Mr. Ash signified his intention of sup- 
porting tho resolution on tho gronndi 
that there is not room in tha new Asylum 
for a resident physician's quarters. He 
believed the inmates would be fairly at- 
tended to by a non-resident physician and 
contended that the country oould not af- 
ford to pay a resident snperiatendent 
nor make the alterations recommended. 

Mr, Walkem supported tho resolution 
on the grounds of retronchmont. 

Mr. Humphreys spoke in support of 
the resolution and regretted that the luna- 
tioshad not ere this been removed to tho 
new asylnm. He thought the appropria- 
tion of/910,000 for alterations to the 
building excessive and unjustifiable be- 
cause it would not tend to the cure of tha 
patients bo much as to the comfort of tho 
medical superintendent. He asserted that 
the gantlemnn just appointed to thot 
office had no experience in treating di- 
seased minds and said that it was fearful 
to contemplate that every patient who 
entered the asylum remained there uu- 
ouxed; or died insane/ .Tbia h* attribated 



to tho policy of the present Government. 
(Laughter and eries of "Nonsense.") He 
was in favor of giving a really qualified 
gentlemon not simply $2,000 bat §5,000 
if he understood how to oare a lunatic. 

Mr. Evans governed himself by tho 
statement made by the member for Gomox 
and intimated his intention of supporting 
tho resolution. 

Mr. Morrison said that the retrench- 
ment proposed in this matter was in the 
wrong direction. The unfortunate luna- 
tics olaimed the sympathy and asi^stanoe 
of the country and if a resident medical 
Buperintendant were noeeasury fur thair 
welfare one should bo appointed. Refer- 
ring to tho report of a committoo two 
years since he found that tho member for 
Comoi atrongly advocated tha appoint- 
ment of a resident physioian cost what it 
might. How did he reconcile that opinion 
with the opinion he expressed now ? He 
(Mr. M.) hoped that ha would never bo 
found easting his vote to deprive tho un- 
fortunate creatures of anything that could 
possibly tend to their bonafit. The saving 
tho resolution would effect -trould only ba 
some $4:00 par year, and he contended that 
to pass tho resolution would be economy 
in the wrong direction. If a resident 
physician were necesiary two years ago 
why w^as not one necassary now ? He 
thought the lunatics had the first claim on 
tho oonutryand that tho resolution should 
ba voted down. 

Mr. Tolmie rogrottod tho position as- 
sumed by tho leader of tho Opposition. 
There was true economy and false econo- 
my and he contended that to deprive the 
lunatics of anything necessary for their 
welfare would be poor economy and worse 
philanthrophy. Quoting from a standard 
authority the lion, gentleman "said that 
nations wore aeldom impovorishod by 
their charities, and ho maintained that 
tho House was in duty bound to do nil it 
oould to assist the unfortunate lunatics to 
regain thair darkened reason. The ques- 
tion should be regarded in n liberal light 
not in one of stingines-t. (Hear, lianr.) 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said tlio question was 
not one of the interior ©rdor of tho insti- 
tution but of the treatment of tho minds 
of the inmates. Tho senior member for 
Yictoria District had attaoked tho gentle- 
man appointed to the position of resident 
physician, but he would inform tho Honao 
that that gentleman had won the approba- 
tion of the peopla both of Navf AVestmiti- 
ster and Cariboo. At both places he had 
reooivod congratulatory testimonials as to 
his integrity and qnnlillcatious. Tho 
member for Victoria District had also ns- 
sertod that no euros had been eiTooted un- 
der tho existing system. If such were 
the oaie something must bo wrong and 
yet that hon. gentleman opposed tho de- 
sirable change of appointing a resident 
physician. With roference to tho sum of 
§10,000 placed on the estimates for nltora- 
tiona to the new building ha (Mr. V.) do- 
airod to inform the House that the esti- 
mates had been framed some timo sinco 
but it was not now tho intention of iho 
GovcrnmoDt to expend a dollar moro than 
•was absolutely nooessary to render tho 
building fit for tho reception of the luna- 
tics in tha existing institution. The 
absolutely necessory alterations wore 
being made and the building would bo 
ready in tvo wooks. Tha hon, 
gentloman then pointed out that had his 
predeoossor in office taken duo pre- 
cautions in preparing plana and 8{}ecitica- 
tions for tho building these alterations 
Tould not have boon necessary. Tho 
proposition offered by Mr. Armstrong 
■tfonld effect tha magnificent saving of 
$420 per year, a sum ho (Mr. T.) said was 
absurdly small when held in the balanco 
with suffering humanity so pathotically 
alluded to a few days sinco by members 
of the opposition. Surely the hon. mem- 
ber for Oomox could not contend that tho 
sum named was worthy of considoratioD 
n comparison yith the advantages to bo 
derived from tho servicoa of a resident 
medical superintendent, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Mara thought the retrenchmont 
propoBsd was a step in tho wrong direc- 
tion. It could not be deniod that tlie 
lerTicos of a rsjident physician were abso- 
lutely neoeassry if it was dosirod to euro 
the minds of the unfortunate lunatics. Tho 
hon. gantlomnn then proecedad to allude 
to the former irregularities existing at tha 
Asylum and dilated on the strong de- 
mand then made by the member for Co- 
mox for a resident physician to prevent 
thair recurronco. Ha (Mr, M.) contend- 
ed it would bo an improper stop to fall 
back into tho old condition of affairs ns 
proposed by tho resolution. The hon. 
gentleman then read a letter signed by 
Dr. Ash, recommending Dr. McNaughton 
Jones for the appointment of resident 
phytioian and coupled it with the report 
signed by tha same member favoring the 
ch:inge. He asked the hon. gentleman 
from Gomox to reconcile those documents 
with tho opinion expressed by him to-day? 
With refarenee to the appropriation of 
$10,000 placed on the estimatea ho con- 
tended that that question should only be 
diBcnssed in committee of ways and means. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott informed tho House 
that Dr. MoNaughton Jones had only 
boon absent from the asylum on two oc- 
casions; once on private business and once 
on public business. Oo both occasionH 
Dr. Mattheiira had attended to his duties. 
Ha made this statement becausothe mem- 
ber for Kootonay (Mr. Gallaglier) had ac- 
cused Dr. Jonos of neglecting to visit tha 
asylum for aovoral days ata time.

Mr. Armstrong asked whether tho Fi- 
nance Minister eonld inform him if all tho 
debentures of 1874 had been cancelled as 
he promised yesterday? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the matter had 
escaped his cotico, but ho would at once 
ascertain. 

KOTAIi OOMMISSIOH. 

Mr. Walkem said a return was present- 
ed to the House yesterday of correspon- 
dence with reference to the appointment 
of a Royal Commission, The resolution 
which was passed by the House, was for 
a return of all correspondence, while tho 
return presented had not one word from 
his hoaor the Lieut. -Governor, and yet iu 
spite of this tho leader of the Govern 
ment still poraistod in retaining his seat. 
It shoved that he and his honor the 
Lieut. Governor were at variance and tho 
Ministry should resign, or else that thoy 
were acting together on tho suhjeot. Ho 
was very much afraid that tho latter was 
tha oaso. It was an insult to the House 
that a full and proper return had not been 
proaanted.

ply of the private secretary a full answer 
to the resolntion of the House, as in it the 
data of tho receipt of both tho address 
from the House and of the memoran- 
dum from the Eteoutivo Oonnoil is given 
and therefore no insult had been ofiferod 
tho House. Regarding tho opinion of the 
Governor on the Act under which ho was 
requested to act, ho (Mr. E.) unfortunate- 
ly had to agree with him, and ho chal- 
lenged tho hon. loader of the opposition 
to get one lawyer in the Province who 
woald hold a contrary opinion. As far 
as the charges of the member for Eooto- 
n.iy are uonuerned he said ho was now in 
communication with the judges on the 
subject. 

Mr. Walkem— But whore is the reply of 
his Houor tho Liout. -Governor. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said ho had told tho 
hon. gentleman that that reply was given 
in conversation and he wished to know 
whether tho hon. gontlomau imagined 
that he (Mr. E.) was bouud to reduce to 
writing every conversation ho had with 
His Honor and lay them before the House, 
or that ho wna to give publicity to every 
communication of a contidoutial charac- 
ter? He assnrod the House the commis- 
sion would be arranged within a few 
days. 

Mr. Walkom— Well, I shall give notice 
of a resolution just tho same. 

COURT F1!E8. 

Mr. Ash movod that this House is of 
opinion that tiie Foes of Court, and costs 
of litigation, lixod undur authority of tho

From medical toatimouy adduced at the 
inquest it would appoar that tho man had 
bouu doad six mouths and that death had 
reaulted from dislocation of tho spine. 
Tho supposition is that deceased fell down 
tho steep bank of the ravine and that his 
doath was oooidental. But against this 
supposition is the fact that tho dead man 
had no hoots on, nor wore any discovered 
in the noighborbood of tho body. Neither 
had ho a vostigo of property about his 
clothes, except a flhirt stud, whoruby his 
remains could in any way bo identified. 
If his death were accidental where are his 
boots? Has the body been robbed since 
death ? Was tho man robbed and then 
thrown down tho ravine to onBuro doath 
and hide guilt? Wo are lod to ask thcso 
questions because it is most unmual for 
a man to moot death by accident without 
having in his pocket a scrap of paper, a 
letter, a pocket-book, a handkorohiof or 
something by which he can be in a mea- 
sure identified. It is olso very rare in- 
deed for a white man, no matter how im- 
povoriHhed, to travel in tho immediate 
vicinity of this city without boots to his 
feet. Two men wo are informed were 
missing from tho city about six months 
since and it is possible tho deceased may 
iie one of the twain. Under the circum- 
stances it is the duty of persons who are 
ownro of any man, answering to tho do- 
Hcriplion given of deceased iu Thursday's 
Colonist, missiufi; lust fall to communicate 
with tlio police, and on the other hand it 
is tho dutv of tho police to endeavor to 
clear up tho mystery which envelops this 
affair.

London, March 28.— Representatives of 
the Admiralty were in Liverpool yester- 
day inspecting tho steamers of tho several 
Atlantic Companies with a view to thoir 
omploymout in transporting troops in case 
of an emorgonoy. The Assistance, an iron 
screw troop ship of 2(JM tons, is the only 
transport in the service which is fitted to 
carry cavalry, and onothor has been hired 
at Portsmouth that will do. All troop- 
ships, including tho five India troopers, 
must have iheir hatches enlarged and 
other alterations made to allow horses 
and ambulance and baggage wagons to be 
lowered below, besides carrying a com- 
plete battalion. Each troopship will re- 
quire to carry about twelve wagons and 
sixty horses. 

A S_t._ Petersburg correspondent says 
tho Bri ish Cabinet, in demanding a for- 
mal assurance from Russia which none of 
the powers support, must have one or two 
aims, either to inflict formal humiliation 
on Russia or to get out of the necessity of 
attending the Congress. Iu tho former 
case Russia cannot mako any concessions, 
in tho latter tho Congress will not be 
held and Russia will cndo:svor to come to 
an arrangement with Germany and Aus- 
tria. Thus England condemns herself to 
isolation, makes the triple alliance a po- 
litical necessity and perhaps renders in- 
evitable that radical solution of the Eas- 
tern question which she wishes to prevent. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
thero is an active party thnro who oppoho 
any concession to Austria which might 
impair tho treaty. The treaty of St. Ste- ' 
fano is considered sufilciontly humiliating 
for Russia already. 

A Vienna correspondent telegraphs: So 
long OB the slightest ehanco remains ot a 
real congress of all the powers, thus se- 
curing the probability of European sot- 
tlemeut, it will tenaciously be clung to 
by Austria. All efforts will be concentra- 
ted on increasing those chances and on 
tho removing of obstacloa in the way of 
tho oongress. The pro-Russian party is 
urging the government to accept Bosnia, 
Herzegovinia and tho territory in tho 
/Egean Sea. 

Another correspondent says a sudden 
and unaccountable change in the Austrian 
Govornmont'a attitude is reported. It ia 
said Count Andrassy has only been feign- 
ing concurrenoo with tho Court party, 
and he ianow preparing to oppose Russia 
openly with the entire Hungarian party 
at his back. 

London, March 28.— Lord Derby, Sec- 
retary of Stttto for the foreign department, 
has announced his resignation in the 
House of Lords. Ho stoted that his res- 
ignation was not on account of the demand 
for the submission of the whole treaty to 
the Congress. Lord Beaconsfield ex- 
plained that Lord Derby resigned on ac- 
count of tho calling out of tho reserves. 

London, March 28.— Russia's reply waa 
received yesterday. She adheres to her 
previous declaration and explains that the 
point of leaving full liberty of action to 
tho powers leaves everybody at liberfy 
to raise such questions aS they think fit 
to disouss, and reserves to Russia the 
liberty to accept or not such discussion.

EUROPE. 
Berlin, March 27. — Tho Tagblat says 
Princo Bismarck's latest attempt at media- 
tion bstwopu England and Russia has thus 

far been unsuccQusful. His proposal waa 
that RuBsirt should indicate beforehand 
tho points in the treaty which she agrees 
should bo discussed at tho congress. 
Russia has not yet replied to this proposal. 

London, March 27. — Buoharest papers 
attack the stipulation iu tho treaty of San 
Stefauo that Russia shall mnintuin com- 
munication througli Roumania two years.

— Gen. Ignatitff was 
in couferuuco with the Emperor this 
afternoon, i'he Political Co. -respondent 
says Gen. Ignatieff's mission is proof that 
the key to the situation as regards the
